2٠ & The testimony of all witnesses examined in the course 
of this investigation was secured through the use of an interpreter 
after the witness had been sworn under authority of Article or War 
114, in the following form: "You swear that the evidence you shall 
give in this investigation now being conducted shall be the truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, So help you God.” The 
examination of each such witness where practicable was conducted in 
my presence. In the case at hand, it being impracticable to use a 
stenographic-reporter, the witness after having been first duly sworn 
was questioned regarding his knowledge of the matters under investi - 
gation. The witness then propounded his testimony in a narrative 
statement in his own handwriting, where practicable, and in his own 
native language. The witnesses then after being sworn signed the » 
Statement, The interpreter was also sworn in the foilowing form: 
"You swear that you will truly interpret in this investigation now 
being conducted. 8o help you God".

IV. SUMMARY OF FACTS 


7 . CONCENTRATION CAMP FLOSSENBURG (COORD. P-3338), was 
— in 1938 as a camp for political prisoners. Construction

was commenced on the camp in 1938 and it was not until April 1940 
tnat tne first transport of prisoners was received. From this time 
on prisoners began to flow steadily into the camp (Exh. B-l). FLOS- 
SENBURG was the mother camp and under its direct control and juris- 
diction were 47 satellite camps or outer-commandos ror male prisoners 
and 27 camps for female workers. To these outer-commandos were sup- 
plied the necessary prisoners for the various work projects unaer- 
taken. 


Of all these outer-commandos HERSBRUCK and LEITMERITZ (in 
techoslovakia), OBERSTAUBLING, MULSEN and SAAL, located on the 
JAnube, were considered to be the worst. The work at these camps 
mainiy consisted of underground labor, tne purpose being the con- 
struction of large underground factories, storage rooms, etc. Taig 


am labor was performed completely underground and as a result of the 
= brutal treatment, working and living conditions, a daily average 


of 100 prisoners died. To the one camp OBERSTAUBLING, 00 prisoners 
were transported in February 1945 and on the 15th of April 1945 

oniy 405 of these men were living (Exh. B-l). During the 12 months 
preceding the liberation, FLOSSENBURG and the branch camps under its ? 
control accounted for the death of 14,739 male inmates and 1,300 
women. These figures represent the deatns as were obtained from the 
available records in the camp, however, they are in no way complete 
4s many secret mass executions and deaths took place. In 1941 an 
additional stockade was added to the FLOSSENBURG CAMP, to hold 2,000 
—— - a hi Fron these 2,000 prisoners oniy 102 survived. 
Exh. B- 


FLOSSENBURG CONCENTRATION CAMP can best be described as a 
factory dealing in death. Although tnis camp had in view the 
primary object of putting to work the mass slave labor, anotner 
of its primary objectives was the elimination of human lives by 
the methods employed in handling the prisoners. (Exh. B-2) 

E Hunger and starvation rations, sadism, housing facilities, 
inadequate clothing, medical neglect, disease, beatings, hangings, 
*reezing, hand hanging, forced suicides, shooting, etc., all played 
major role in obtaining their objective. Prisoners were murdered 
at random, spite killings against Jews were common. Injections of 
poison and shoot in the neok were everyday occurrences. Epidemics 
of t s and spotted fever were permitted to run rempant as a means 
of eliminating prisoners. Life in this camp meant nothing. Killing 
became A common thing, so common that a quick death was welcomed by 
the unfortunate ones.

The syptem set up at this camp seemed to be one of mass elimi- 

- nation of prisoners caused by devious means. Starvation diets 

wilfully designed to produce death within a few months played a 
major role. Typhus and spotted fever were encouraged as a means of 
disposing of many. There were innumerable executions, mistreatments, 
beatings, flogging to death, which continued up until the time this 
camp wee overrun by our forces. Mass hanging took place. Generally, 
the persons hanged were stripped naked. Oftimes they were beaten 
before hanging till the unfortunate victims begged for immediate 
hanging to ease the pain. At first the 88 men in charge of the 
hanging were given extra rations for each hanging. Later on the 
hangings became so numerous that the extra rations were stopped. 
Hanging & person by his wrigte with a heavy barrel suspended from 
his ankles was another method of-execution. This caused the person's 
insides to be torn up and he died. (Exh. B-11) On Christmas 1944, 
a number of prisoners were hung at one time, The prisoners were 
forced to view this hanging. By the side of the gallows was a 
decorated Christmas tree and as expressed by one prisoner "it was a 
terrible sight, that combination of prisoners hanging in the air and 
the glietening Christmas tree". (Exh. B-12) 


In March or April, 13 American or British parachutists were 
mang, They had been delivered to this camp sometime before and had 
been captured while trying to blow up bridges. (Exh. B-7, B-Bakb) 


Many thousands were tortured and killed by every known method. 
New methods of brutal punishment and torture killing were devised 


by certain members of the camp who became perticularly known for 
their sadistic methods, 


On April 20, 1945, approximately 15,000 prisoners were 
assembled to make a forced march in the direction of CONCENTRATION 
CAMP DACHAU, The evacuation of these prisoners was caused by the 
impending capture of the camp by the Alien, These 15,000 prisoners 
were lined up in three groups and started on this march. Only those

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prisoners who could walk were taken and before leay FLOSSENBURG, 
many were executed, as also were those who collapsed in rank await- 
ing the movement to start the trek. No provision was made for the 
feeding of these prisoners or sleeping on this trip, They marched 
in long columns guarded by 88 guards, (Exh, 0-2) 


Thousands were killed on the wey and the paths which they 
took were littered with the dead. Groups of from 5 to 50 were 
teken out and forced to dig pits and then were shot. (Exh, B-14, 
B-15, 0-4, 0-5) Many graves were not even covered. As the 
starved and weakened prisoners fell from exhaustion, a of B8 
guards bringing up the rear would kill them by a shot in the back 
of the head. All who fell out of line were immediately executed 
in this manner. Death was also caused by beatings or bashing in 
the skulls. (Exh, B-l, B-3, B-13, E-17) 


The prisoners marched from Friday till Monday during which ` 
time they received only 100 grams of bread. They marched in the 
rein and slept in the fields in the mud and water.

ers, who managed to gain favor with the ss by carrying out orders 
of execution and Me rg a upon their fellow inmates. These prison- 
ers who obtained their iy and privilege at the cost of other 
men's lives are deemed equally as guilty, 


The citations referred to in the list of perpetrators is 


by no means complete nor is the list of guilty persons complete.

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V. CONCLUSIONS 


+ That the exploitation, killing and atrocities committed 
upon prisoners was a part of a well regulated scheme or/plan of 


the NAZI SS GROUP, is clearly indicated by the evidence presented 
here and resulted in the death of thousands. 


FLOSSENBURG CONCENTRATION CAMP, GERMANY, was the scene 
of every type and form of Nazi brutality and atrocity committed 
upon the unfortunate individuals who happened to be sent to this 
camp. Practically every Nationality of Europe was at sometime or 
another represented in this camp. The majority of prisoners, 
however, were Russians and Poles. No line of demarkation was 


made between sexes. Men, Women aná children were executed in 
ES the most brutal fashions. 


The responsibility for this camp must be placed upon 
all personnel, who held an active part as a member of the organi- 
zational set-up. Whether these persons were the ones who actually — 
inflicted the mortal punishment ie of little consequence. They 
all at the least failed to lift a restraining hand in the punish, 
ments and atrocities committed upon the inmates therein.

In the fall of 1943 a few stoneworkers were transferred to 
german messerschmitt works. About 5000 prisoners were working there 
&t the tine, The work there was not &s hard as was in the stone 
quarry out much more dangerous because they were workins without 
&ny protection to their health, (dust of duraluminium, splinters 
of metals, poisoning of blood, eto) nevertheless the death rate 
did not decrease because the food situation did not cet any better 
but as matter of fact it got worse. The working hours were raised 
to 12 hours a day including the lunch hour. To the mother camp 
FLOSSENSUNG belonged 47 Branch Kommandos for men and 27 for women, 
Tnere were 22,000 men and 14,700 women working in these camps. 


Of all the men camps the worst were HERSBRUCK and LEITMERITZ 
(Czechoslovakia) USERSIAVOLING, MULSEN, SAAL on the Danube. In 
HERSSNUCK and L.ITAERIIZ tne workers worked exclusively in under- 
ground whioh resulted in a high desthrste. Out of 5,000 prisoners 
of these different Kommandos, 100 died daily and sometimes more 
than that, Tothe USERBTAUBLING, 700 prisoners have been transported 
in Februery 1945 and on the 15th of April 1945 just 405 men were 
living. In 2 months died 295 prisoners which mesane 42$. 


The deathrate in the camp end the branoh Camps was terrible, 
Duri the last 12 months died in the motheroamp and the branchcamp 
14,739 male prisoners and about 1300 women - that makes nearly 67%. 
There were about 054 male prisoners completely exhausted left at the 
hospital. To these figures have to be added 6,000 prisoners who 
have been sent to BERGEN, BELSEN, OHRDRUF and SUGHENWALD. The 
biggest part of them suffered from tuberculosis, Marasmus, and 
scarlet fever - all these people have beer put together, - During 
the transport died about 75%.

In 1941 a new camp was established inside the "LOSSEN BURG CAMP 
which was entirely for Russian PWs to hold about 2,000 soldiers, 
These PWs received exactly the same gruesome treatment as the in- 
mates of the camp despite the Geneva convention. The care and the 
supervision in this camp was entirely handled by the civilian crimi- 
mais. Ina short time a typhus epidemic broke out which caused a 
nigh deathrate. A great number of serious patiente were killed 
with injectiona of euthan (sic) by Dr. TROMMER. In this PW camp 
Just 102 PWs survived. These figures do not represent the Russian 
Pis who have been executed, mainly officers who nave been brought to 
the camp in FPLOSSENSURG by Gestapo from KARLSBAD, REGENSBURG AND 
NURNDERG. On one single day 72 Russian officers were executed 
among them 5 Generals who have been transferred fron KARLSBAD to 
tne camp by buses, 


To warn the prisoners, some of the inmates have been executed 
publicly on the parade ground because of an attempt to escape, 
forbidden carnal cohabitation with German women and 80-called 
sabotage, For exemple; In Christmas time 1944, 6 Russians 
(4 PWe among them) have been publicly executed on the paradeground

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At firset I was little interested in eventual flight from the 
*rovectorate or Germany. Later when the doors were locked on us, 
some friends and I decided to make for France since many of our 
‘riends were already there. So, I went to NURNBERG and my later 

a] STUTTGART. In NURNBERG were certain of my comrades working 
or the SIEMENS firm as laboratory-men, There I stayed awhile 
genizing and later went to STUTTGART where I met other evacuees. 
i worked where I could and got a job in the W. KOHLHAMMER Plant and 
worked at many things. I was an outside man working 6 days a week 
and in wy free tine visited my compatriots to build an organization, 
Sunday was a meeting day near the R.R, station at STUTTGART. 
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I was finally arrested and held in jail for 7 months for 
examination and then was brought to BERLIN and was sentenced by the 
high Gourt Justice LAMALE to 2$ years, I took advantage to talk 
ang argue my case as I did during my questioning. One part of my 
penalty I spent in WARTENBURG in EAST PRUSSIA. Then I was brought 
‚hrough NURNBERG to FLOSSENBERG. I wasn't arraigned in NURNBERG 
1 me an order and asked if 1 had anything to say, I told 
them my mother's family name which was written down. At this time 

1 down the place of detention that I be placed in a cell 
2x4 meter with 16 men, without light or door. This lasted 3 weeks 
until I was brought to FLOSSENBERG. This delivery was made twice a 
week by the Police in NURNBERG 2 full wagons with different prisoners, 
When there were too many, they opened more lagers to serve ac deten- 
tion places. ‘Thus was the French or English church in FRANKFURT 
wLion served as a passage-way to the main prison. Bo, I learned 


PLUSSENSERG CAMP: - I have already heard much over concentra- 
tion caps out never had the opportunity to Speak to anyone who was 
there Himself. Even so, I was so often transported with prisoners. 
But they all were only people who after completion of their punish- 
ment went to the St&po (State Folice) to get a document for the camp, 
or they were people who were on their way already to camp or prisoners 
4 e Justice, However, there was nobody, in all my travels who can 
say ne came out of these prison camps and I had traveled &8 & prisoner 
thorough STUTTGART, NURNGERG, BERLIN (with the famous Alexanderplatz, 
une crossroad for all the prisoners in transport), COTTBUS, WARTENSURG, 
KON IGS و"‎ YANZIG, HALLE, KASSEL, FRANKFURT &/m. All over I have 
met people, many people, different sorts of people witn different 
destination, who can really say that he already was in a concentration 
camp. Thé explanation is simple. iney never let the people out of 
the camp, particularly during the war and very seldom in peace time, 
But in shows in the report book of the concentration camp, that many 
depart everyday. These departees are dead ones or transfers to 
another camp and for this transportation from camp to caup certain 
co&cnes and trains are set aside. When one is in a concentration 
camp he very rarely comes in contact with normal people, only when 
ne works together with these people, or is told to do something. 
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As I arrived at the WEIDEN railroad station about 60 people 
got off the train and were received by the police. We were taken to 
& place not far frou the factory and there the 88 waited for us. We 
were received &ocordingly and with butt strokes driven into a police 
car. It was an ordinary personnel car with A normal capacity for 
10 persons but 27 of us were driven in with packs that we hac with us, 
I thought I would suffocate. Through heavy butt strokes was 1% 
possible to get so many people into this car. Then were driven over 
the mountainous terrain toward FLOSSENBURG. The car stopped, the 
door opened and with a brisk order as only the 88 can give we were 
told to get out. As all the prisoners got it, they made it clear 
to us what it means to hop. We caught on soon, because at the 
place where we arrived there were many prisoners just coming from 
their work who went through this torture in formations of fives. In 
concentration campe of medium size one does marches and so-called 
sporte in formations of five. In bigger concentration camps such as 
BUOHENWALD, SACHSHAUSEN and MAUTHAUSEN in formation of ten. Then we 
were taken for a bath when all our clothes were taken away. Then a 
e group of old prisoners equipped with hair clippers came and cut off 
everything that grew. For the first time in my life I can look into 
a mirror and see myself without hair. During the hair cutting the 
barber questioned all arrivals and gave whispered information and 
advices, for in the near distance two S8 people waited with dogwhips. 
The barver told how it begins and ends in a concentration camp with 
such plainness that with long experience he had become used to it, 
He told me that here one gets to eat so-called "Kope". It is the 
game thing one thing one day after the next. From so much Kraut 
one gets water, (DEDEME), not leter than in three weeks, there in 
already starts to become the beginning of the bad ending. One can 
not keep up the tempo of the work, can not keep up with the others 
and because he is one of the last onesmost always receives the beat- 
ings. Some days, perhaps one gets carried into the camp by two or ' 
three little stronger ones, if one does not get killed through 8 
merciful shot. The little stronger ones are those that are still 
able to stand on their feet. Those that are in good condition are 
always in front, therefore the weaker ones who are further back are 
the only ones able to pick up those who have broken down. 1 received 
x my Dedeme exactly efter three weexs and was hardly atle to lift my 
feet. It happens so in the meantime I was with a working column, 
that had an hours walk to their work. It was a so-céiled water works, 
I wanted especially to stay with this working group because we worked 
for a LEIPZIG firm (Long) who gave the prisoners sandwiches to make 
sure their work kept up so they could meet the deadline. The guards 
drove us With sticks but moet of the prisoners wanted to stay with the 
work and not lay down because of the extra food. Most of them eventu- 
ally paid for 1t, cause sooner or iater their health broke down and 
<ç that usually meant their end. 


I always admired the endurance ol the NN people. A ditch 
about two metere was dug, and at certain places in this hole there 
“had to 


| green colored slime which ha be cut out 
“ith a sapa ( spring water vas running already and beosuse 
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of that every shoveling of the slime needed more and more effort. At 
certain places where you dug there were 4 big stones, At the working 
Places there was one air compressor for drilling. Toward the end of 
the shift dynamite was used. There were about 70 men in the working 
group and they did so much work in one day that the contractor never 
dreamt so much work could be “one, Une could hardly believe, that 
these 70 workers, thin from overwork could dig in one day a ditch 

2 meters deep and 180 to 200 meters long. This was done Only because 
two young SS troopers went the whole day long from worker to worker 
hitting these whose head stuck out of the ditch, avery prisoner 
worked four meters from each other and always admired the Stamina of 
the SS troopers who went from prisoner to prisoner hitting each one 
once. Even without the beating I couldn't have done it because there 
was 60 much monotony in this work going up and down all the tine, 
»veryone oi the prisoners tried to protect himself ss much as possiole. 
If you turned around you were besten, therefore you secretly had to 
(Ape the sweat off and if you were seen wiping the sweat orf you were 
besten numerous times. All this get-golng was done under much holler- 
ing and a famous expression at that tine was (Mistbone) dungbee, pig, 
pig dog and etc.

AU THERESIENSTADT there were from five to eight men shot through 
the neck by Obersehar Fuerer ROYKO and Hauptscharfuhrer SCHMIDT. The 
orders for the execution came from the Prag-Gest&po. This was the 
way my editorial partners K.Z. KLIMA and GRAF BOREK-DOHALSKI ana 
also a young writer KAMIL ZOUFALY and many others were shot, never- 
tneless 1 will report about two cases. From the so-called "4 HOF" 

2 young prisoners escaped. For tnis 4 other prisoners were shot one 


0: them who was a woman right before their eyes. These four were 
ordered shot by H, ROYKO. They had nothing in common with the 
fugitives, The second case is the so-called “entrenchment digging", 


which already is known all over the world, Some british aná American 
prisoners among them a Captain in the AAF were present there, A11 
these prisoners including British and Americans were called to 40 
entrenchments against Soviet tanks. Some of these prisoners were 
ill, The German Kapos (guards) made everyone work at double time, 
Anyone who didn't run was either beaten or shot. At this type of 
work 86 Jews were shot without any Beason whatsoever, Before bein 
shot they had to box each other while standing in cold water, While

I, Bruno Skierka, was transferred about the middle of September 
1944 from the SS, Economic and Chief administration Bureau, Berlin, 
to Flossenburg as a Understorm Leader in the SS Deathhead Stormfor- 
mation. SS Chief Stormbenn Leader Koegel, intrusted me with the Com- 


manding and training of the Company of the Guard battalion. As to 
the question asked of ms, I declare: 


About the end of March or et thebeginning of April I was informed 

a in talks with my comrades that Chiefgroup leader, Dr. Martin, was to 
-isit the Camp at Flossenburg. In this connection it was mentioned 
het Dr. Martin was at Flossenburg once before. This must have been 
at a time before I was transferred to the Stormformation at Flossen- 
burg. The visit referred to of Dr Martin did not come about; why 
I do not know. I want to mention at this point that I heard a few 
times that the Camp Commander, Chief Stormbannleader Koegel, traveled 
to Nuernberg to see SS Highest SS Policeleader, also Chief Groupsleader 
Dr. Martin. The reasons for these travels, even up till today, are 
still unknown to me. As Chief groupleader, Dr. Martin was also the 
officer who appointed officers to the Court trial in the district, 


which included Flossenburg. It could have been possible that they 
talked about different court matters. 


As to the stay of foreign officers in the camp, I make the fol- 
lowing statement: In the course of an investigation of a guard who 
wanted to help PWs to escape, I found out from the Adjutant, Chief 
Stormleader Baumgartner, who conducted the investigation, that. he 
had in the camp as PWs a Russian and Serbian Colonel who acted as 

5 confidence men for him to wetch and listen in on the PWs and guards. 
At the beginning of April, several English officers were put inte a 
separate part of the camp barracks so that they would not come in 
sontaet with other PWs. I was informed of this by the Camp Commmder 
who ordered these officers placed under guard, end I was held 
personally responsible at the risk of my life should ome of these of - 
ficers escape. Through talks I found out thet these officers came 
from Orenienburg. After about ten (10) days they were transported 
as far as could be found out, to Dachau. 


I, personally, did not see any of these offieers, as only oertain `

Was born 16 October 1895 as the 5th ohild to Andreas Koegel, 
carpenter in Fussen, whose wife is Felicitas, maiden nam, Schwarz. 
There I attended Public and Highsehool. In my early youth, both of 
my parents died, and I worked as a sheep herder. After that I spent 
two years as a carrier on the mountain "Zugspitze", and later as a 
guide. 


On the Sth of August 1914 I volunteered into the army and 
joined the Sch. Reiter (Calvery) Regiment. I served in the 1. 
Schw. Reiter (Calvary) Regiment, 2. bayer (Bavaria) Jager (rifleman) 
Batallion, and the 2nd Infantry Regiment and was wounded 3 times, 
On 12 January 1919 I was discharged and employed at the district 
office of Garmisch as a controller, In 1921 I went over to a 
liberal profession. In 1923 1 worked for myself. But in 1925 1 
had to close my business because of great financial losses. After 
that I was a representative in foreign countries. 


In 1929 I returned to Germany and was employed by the Hanf- 
werken in Fussen-Immenstadt A.G. In October 1931 I joined the 
NSDAP (Nazi Party) and at the same time entered into the BA. In 
1932 I transferred over to the SS and led the troop 4/1/29, and 

in February I took over the 1/33 Sturm. On 10 April 1933 I was 
ordered to the Concentration Camp Dachau and since that time I 

was by the SS-Tv (Transport Command). On 19 May 1934 I was mar- 
ried to Mise Anna Jilecek. “Believe in God", is my religion.
